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The Praeger Picture Encyclopedia of Art: 
A Comprehensive Survey of Painting, 
Sculpture, Architecture and _ Crafts, 
Their Methods, Styles and Technical 
Terms, from the Earliest Times to the 
Present Day. With 192 plates in full 
color and 416 illustrations in mono- 
chrome. New York, Frederick A. 
Praeger, [c1958]. 584p. illus. 30cm. cloth 
$17.50; to schools and libraries, 20 per 
cent discount. 

This work was originally published in 
German by Georg Westermann Verlag, 
Brunswick, Germany and is now being 
issued in English by Thames and Hudson, 
London, and by Frederick A. Praeger, 
New York. 

The volume contains no preface or 
other introductory statement of purpose, 
but it is being advertised as a compre- 
hensive reference work. It is designed 
for popular appeal, is copiously illus- 
trated, and has no footnotes or bibliog- 
raphies. The treatment is such that some 
knowledge of art history is presupposed 
as evidenced by the inclusion of many 
undefined technical terms and many ex- 
amples not illustrated. Because of the 
comprehensiveness of its scope—the art 
of all peoples and periods in less than 392 
full pages of text—the treatment must of 
necessity be very summary. 

The original German edition contained 
contributions by Dr. Bert Bilzer, director 
of the Stadtisches Museum, Brunswick, 
Germany; Dr. Jiirgen Eyssen, director of 
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the Municipal Library, Gelsenkirchen; 
and Dr. Otto Stelzer, professor at the 
Academy of Art, Hamburg. The English 
version was prepared with the assistance 
of James Cleugh, Stuart Hood, Peter 
Gorge, and Beatrice Musgrave under the 
supervision of Olive Cook and the edi- 
torial staff of Thames and Hudson. Cleugh 
is listed in The Author’s & Writer’s 
Who’s Who & Reference Guide (London: 
Shaw Publishing Co., 1948-49) as an 
author of biographical and critical works 
and a translator. Both he and Hood are 
translators of other Praeger publications. 
Who’s Who in Art (London: Art Trade 
Pr., 1958) cites Olive Cook as English 
representative of the Carnegie Institute, 
London. The Internationales Kunst- 
Adressbuch (Berlin: Deutsche Zentral- 
druckerei, 1956/57) lists Dr. Bilzer as the 
of the Stadtisches Museum, 
Brunswick, which has important art col- 
lections and is a museum of local history. 
It is not possible to determine the con- 
tribution of each of these people to the 
encyclopedia.

The book has a German emphasis both 
in its text and in its choice of illustrations. 
For example, such relatively minor Ger- 
man architecture and artists as Konigs- 
lutter Cathedral, St. George’s Church in 
Nordlingen, George Flegel, C. D. Rauch, 
and Peter Thumb are discussed and illus- 
trated. Of the 192 full-page colored illus- 
trations, 50 are of German art, and an 
additional 38 reproduce works in German 
museums. 

The text is up to date; the latest death 
date is 1958 for Rouault and Chi Pai- 
shih, and there is mention of the Mérode 
altar now in New York. This altar was 
acquired by the Metropolitan Museum 
late in 1957. 

As outlined in the Contents, The 
Praeger Picture Encyclopedia of Art is 
divided into eight sections: Art—Its Na- 
ture, Forms and History; The Art of 
Antiquity; Medieval Art; 
and Mannerism; Baroque 
From Neo-classicism to the Impression- 
ists; Art in the Modern Age; Art outside 
Europe. This last section includes Islamic 


Renaissance 
and Rococo; 
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Art, Indian Art, The Arts of the Far East, 
The Ancient Civilisations of America, and 
Primitive Art. Each of the eight sections, 
except the first and last, begins with a 
good, concise discussion of the major his- 
torical occurrences of the period, sum- 
marizing developments in architecture, 
painting, sculpture, the graphic arts, and 
the crafts (decorative arts). These sum- 
maries serve to introduce and establish 
a framework for the individual items 
more completely described in the alpha- 
betical glossaries which comprise the 
major portions of the sections. These 
glossaries include biography, definitions 
of technical terms, descriptions of par- 
ticular works of art, and explanations of 
art Length of articles in 
these reference sections ranges from a 
single line (Duris) three columns 
(Jewellery, Mosaic). 

Both narrative texts and glossaries con- 
tain numerous q.v. references to entries 
in the glossaries and indicate relevant 
illustrations. Glossaries also contain oc- 
casional cf. references to discussions in 
the narrative. 

Biographical articles predominate 
the glossaries; they include fewer factual 
data than those in the standard biograph- 
ical dictionaries of artists, Thieme- 
Becker, Allgemeines Lexikon (Leipzig: 
Seemann, 1907-50) and Bénézit, Diction- 
naire Critique (Paris: Grund, 1948-55). 
The tone is more popular than that of 
standard biographical dictionaries, and an 
attempt is made to indicate something of 
the artist’s style and subject matter and 
his relationship to his contemporaries. 
In many cases the artist’s works illus- 
trated are not those mentioned in the 
biography. 

Articles in the glossaries other than 
biography consist chiefly of brief identi- 
fications of terms or descriptions of 
buildings. Since buildings are listed both 
as separate entries and in the biographies 
of the artists responsible for them, there 
is need for reference from one entry to 
others to find all information on a build- 
ing. For the most part, individual works 
of art are described with no evaluation

of their particular significance in the 
history of art. 

With the exception of a few omissions, 
the Index contains all of the entries in 
the glossaries. However, the indexing of 
material within the glossary articles and 
the narrative texts is very inconsistent 
and by no means complete. For example, 
referring to the glossary article Bindings, 
the names of Krause and Padeloup are 
indexed, but those of Thouvenin, Trautz, 
Duric, Bedford, Cobden-Sanderson, and 
Cockerell are not. 

In the Index, names containing definite 
articles are inconsistently treated; for 
example, Il Rosso, but Greco, El; La 
Tour, Georges but Fresnaye, Roger de la 
with no cross references from one form to 
the other. Names of buildings are usual- 
ly listed under location; exceptions are 
El Castillo at Chichen-Itz4 and Nymphen- 
burg Palace at Munich. 

The Index contains some definitions of 
terms, and it gives brief identification of 
some subjects and artists not included 
elsewhere in the volume. In the Index, 
glossary entries are indicated with page 
numbers in boldface type; colored illus- 
trations are indicated by an asterisk pre- 
ceding the page numbers, and “Ill.” is 
used to designate black-and-white illus- 
trations, cited by number rather than 
page. Two styles of alphabetizing are 
used in the glossaries and the Index. In 
the glossaries the umlaut is considered 
as adding an “e”; in the Index it is 
disregarded. 

The Praeger Picture Encyclopedia of 
Art seems to be an encyclopedia only in 
the scope of the material included. It is 
difficult to use as a reference work. The 
lack of thorough indexing makes it im- 
possible to obtain maximum information 
from this publication unless the glossaries 
are read as narrative. 

Illustrations include some useful dia- 
grams, plans, sections and elevations, two 
maps (Guide to the Art of Antiquity and 
The Ancient American Civilizations), 
many good black-and-white illustrations, 
and 192 full-page colored plates, which 
vary considerably in quality. The color 
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shows evidence of beginning to rub off 
on the pages facing the colored plates. 
The illustrations are often poorly placed 
in relation to the appropriate text, and 
locating them is further complicated by 
the fact that none of the pages containing 
colored plates are numbered, although 
they are included in the pagination. If 
black-and-white illustrations occur in the 
lower corners of the pages, these pages 
also are not numbered. However, the 
black-and-white illustrations themselves 
are numbered, and reference to them is 
by number. The inclusion of many illus- 
trations which are not often found in 
general histories of art, but which are 
equally effective examples of artistic 
styles and developments, may make The 
Praeger Picture Encyclopedia of Art a 
desirable pictorial supplement to such art 
histories. The number of illustrations in 
Praeger is not significantly greater than 
that contained in many introductory his- 
tories of art. The captions of the illus- 
trations contain no indication of the loca- 
tion of the original works. For the colored 
plates this information may be found in 
the list at the end of the volume. There 
is also a brief alphabetical list of muse- 
ums and galleries which supplied some 
of the black-and-white illustrations. 

The volume is attractively and sturdily 
bound in cloth. The paper is coated. The 
use of boldface type for glossary entries 
facilitates the location of specific head- 
ings. Rebinding of this book would be 
difficult, since most of the illustrations 
come to the outer edges of the pages 
and many of the colored plates have no 
inner margins. 

The Praeger Picture Encyclopedia of 
Art may be compared to Harper’s En- 
cyclopedia of Art (New York: Harper, 
1937) reviewed in Subscription Books 
Bulletin, April 1939. These works are 
similar in scope, but Harper’s Encyclo- 
pedia is much more scholarly and au- 
thoritative, and includes brief bibliogra- 
phies. It is also easier to use, being 
arranged in a single alphabet instead of 
several alphabets as are the reference 
sections of the work under review. The

usefulness of Harper’s is somewhat lim- 
ited by lack of an index. Of course The 
Praeger Picture Encyclopedia of Art is 
much more up to date than Harper’s, and 
the illustrations, although fewer than in 
Harper’s, are far superior in quality. 

The Praeger Picture Encyclopedia of 
Art contains numerous mistakes in spell- 
ing, some of which are typographical 
errors. More serious, however, are vari- 
ant spellings of the same name. Spelling 
is British rather than American. There 
are also inconsistencies of nomenclature. 
Occasional errors may result from diffi- 
culties in translation from the German; 
for example, woodcut instead of wood- 
carving, Roman for Romanesque, and a 
few superfluous definite articles. There 
are some mistakes in facts, cross refer- 
ences which lead nowhere, and references 
to illustrations with incorrect numbers. 

The Praeger Picture Encyclopedia of 
Art is an illustrated history of world art 
designed to be used as a comprehensive 
reference work. It contains a great deal 
of information, but this information is not 
very conveniently organized and not all 
readily accessible. It is somewhat too 
technical as an introduction to the sub- 
ject of art history. Because of these 
limitations The Praeger Picture Encyclo- 
pedia of Art is recommended only for 
auxiliary purchase by individuals with 
some background in art history and by 
large libraries.

The work of homemaker services is shown in 
the case of a mother of three children who 
has developed a heart condition necessitating 
hospitalization and a long period of inactiv- 
ity. A professional homemaker secured from 
the community homemaker service soothes 
the patient’s anxieties by keeping the house- 
hold going, relieves the husband of house- 
hold responsibilities, and, later, teaches the 
convalescing patient new housekeeping rou- 
tines. The family pictured is in a fairly high 
income group, a situation common in home- 
maker service since fees are based on ability 
to pay. Even though it is somewhat special, 
the film is well worth acquiring. Community 
usage can be broadened by bringing out the 
effects of long-term chronic illness on family 
life and means of counteracting them, in ad- 
dition to the specific help of homemaker 
service. Community agencies such as family 
services or heart associations might con- 
tribute to, and share in the use of, a library 
print of the film. Since a discussion leader 
is not essential, a guide to local facilities 
might accompany the film. The film is spon- 
sored by the New Jersey Department of 
Health, Division of Chronic Illness Control 
and the American Heart Association. The 
role of the mother is played by Martha Scott.

The early parts of the film are 
very good. The use of contemporary prints, 
cartoons, and photographs is excellent but 
the attempts at dramatization are rather 
crude. On the whole the film is effective as 
a general introduction if a leader can bridge 
the unfortunate gap at the end.
